The advantace the Jews hope 
to gain after the close of the war 
was expressed yesterday at the 
meet’ng by Dr. Joseph Krimsky, 
secretary of the committee. He 
said: 

“It is felt that the present war 
is demonstrating more than any- 
thing else in history the justice 
of the Jews’ demand for the 
same civic privilegés and human 
rights accorded his Christian 
heighbors. The time has arrived 
for the initial steps to be taken 
in the movement that will voice 
frankly and fearlessly the hopes 
and aspirations of Israel for po- 
litical salvation, for equal rights 
without the degrading stipula- 
tions of religious and racial apos- 
tasy. Our aim is that the Jew 
shall be  ade\yuately represented 
at the next Congress of Nations 
and our plea there will be equal 
‘rights throughout the world and 
the ‘privilege of re-establishing 
our national life and culture | in 
the ancient home of.our race, Pal- 
estine,”’ , 

Rabbi Jocl Blau proposed ap-

STRINGENCY IS BEING FELT 
IN OTTAWA. 


Chicago, Jan. 8.—The financial 
stringency has left its mark on 
ithe  finanefal records of Canada 
‘and ‘evidence is contained in the 
official ‘financial statement just 
issued covering the nine months 
which have elapsed since the op- 
‘ening of the present fiscal year. 

The statement shows that at 
the close of December the net 
‘debt of tthe Dominion was $276,- 
744,000 which is an increase of 
$73,000,000 during the year and 
‘an increase of 12,000,000 parton 
the'‘month of December. Consid- 
erable advantage has been taken 
of wecent legislation permitting 
greater circulation of Dominion 
notes, At the end of December 
the. government had Dominion 
notes outstanding to the amount 
of $163,000,000, which was 444 
millions more than the amount 
of a year ago. 

Government expenditure of con- 
solidated funds for the running 
expenses of the country aud apart 
from capital expenditures on pub- 
lic works amou duri the 
nine months to $85,661,000, 
which is nine and a half millions 
more than was spent upon the 
same services during the same 
period in the previous year. Dur- 
ing the same time capital expen- 
diture: upon public works and 
similar undertakings. amounted 
to $32,072,000, which shows a
